EOG  RAPHT  is  a 
Science  Ihewing  the  Di- 
vifions  and  Diftindlions 
of  the  Earthly  Globe  , 
as  it  is  a  Spherical  Bo- 
dy, Compofed  of  Earth 
and  Water  ,  for  that 
both  thefe  do  together, 
make  one  Globe. 

2.    And    hence    the 
Parts      of     Geography 
are  two,  the  one  concerns  the  Earthy,  and  the  o- 
i  ther  the  Watry  part. 

3.  The  Earthy  part  of  the  Globe  may  be  divided' 
'•  into  Continents  and  lilands.

2  Ihe  Elements 

4.  A  Continent  is  a  great  quantity  of  Land,  not 
Separated  by  any  Sea  ,  from  the  reft  of  the  World; 
as  the  whole  Continent  of  Europe,  Ajia  and  A- 
frtca. 

5.  An  Ifland  is  a  p.irt  of  Land  Environed  with 
fonie  Sea  or  other ,  as  the  Iflands  of  Great-Bri- 
tain, and  Ireland,  with  the  Ocean  :  The  Ifland  of 
Sicilia  with  the  Mediterranear, 

6.  Both  thofe  are  Subdivided  into  Peninfula  , 
Ijlhmus,  PromcHtoriitm. 

7.  Peyjjnfiila  is  a  Trad  of  Land  which  being  al- 
moft  Encompafled  round  by  Water,  is  joined  with 
foire  little  part  or  neck  of  Land. 

8.  Jflhmm  is  that  narrow  neck  of  Land  which 
jolnelh  the  Peninjiila  to  the  Continent,  thus  is  A- 

frica  joined  to  Ajia,  only  by  that  fmall  neck  of 
Land  that  is  Contained  between  the  Mediterranean^ 
and  the  Arabian  Gulf ;  called  the  I(ed  Sea. 

9.  Promontoritim  is  a  high  Mountain  which 
fliooteth  it  felf  into  the  Sea,  the  utmoft  end  there- 
of is  called  a  Cape,  as  Cape  Bona  E/psrance  \n  A- 
frica. 

10.  The  Watery  pait  of  the  Globe  is  Deftin- 
guifhed  by  Divert  Names,as  Oceanus ,  Maro,  Fretum, 
Sinus,  Laciii  and  F'tivim. 

1.  Oceanus,  or  Ocean,  is  that  Great  general  Col- 
le(5ticn  of  Waters  that  Encompafleth  the  Earth  on 
every  licle. 

2.  Marc,  the  Sea,  is  a  part  of  the  Main  Ocean, 
to  which  we  cannot  come  but  through  fome  Fretum 
or  Strait,  as  Mare  Mcditterrancum,  and  fometimes 
takes  its  Name  from  the  Adjacent  Shore  ;  as  Mare 
Adriaticiimji'om  the  City  of  Adria,  or  from  afiift 
Difcoverer,  as  Mare  Magelanicunu 

•^.Fretum 
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^.Vretum  or  Strait,  Is  a  part  of  the  Ocean,  ftrait- 
ned  between  fome  Narrow  bounds,  and  opening  the 
Wsy  to  fome  Sea,  as  the  Straits  of  Gibraker,  the 
Straits  of  MagebtT,  &c, 

4.  Simis  Is  a  Gulf  or  Bay  or  any  Indraught  of 
Water  as  the  Gulf  of  Venice,  the  Gulf  of  Mexico, 
the  B<)y  of  Bifcaia,  and  the  Bay  of  Bevgnle  in  the 
Eaft-lndies. 

5.  Lacus  or  a  Lake,  is  a  Body  or  Collection  of 
Waters,  which  hath  no  vifible  Intercourfe  with 
the  Sea,  or  Influx  into  it,  as  the  Lake  of  Geneva  , 
and  the  Lake  of  Ajfbaltites->  or  Dead  Sea,  in  the 
Land  oi  Canaan. 

6.  Fluvim  or  River ,  is  a  Water-courfe  Ifluing 

from  fome  Spring  or  Lake. r  And  Emptyeth  it 

felf  into  fome  part  of  the  Sea,  a  great  River,  as  the 
Rhine,  the  Thames,  ^c. 


CHAP.    II. 
Of  the  Circles  of  the  Sphert, 

THere  are  ten  Circles  of  the  Sphere,  fix  great : 
and  four  lefTer. 
The  Six  great  Circles,  are  the  Meridian,  the  Ho- 
rizon, the  Equinodtial,  the  Ecliptick,  the  two  Co- 
lures,  all  which  divide  the  Sphere  into  two  Equal 
parts. 

The  four  lefler  Circles  are  the  two  Tropiquei, 
and  the  two  Polar  Circles,  each  of  which  Divides  the 
Sphere  into  two  unequal  parts.

The  Meridian  is  a  great  Circle  which  pafTeth 
through  both  the  Poles  of  the  World,  and  through 
the  2^eiuth  and  NacJir  Points  ,  and  fheweth  the 
Latitudes  of  all  places  on  the  Earth. 

The  Hori:(on\s  alfo  a  great  Circle  which  divideth 
the  vifible  part  of  the  Heavens,  which  we  fee,  from 
thofe  we  /eenot. 

The  EijtiinoElial  is  a  great  Circle  90  Degrees 
from  either  Pole,  in  which  Circle  are  reckoned  the 
Longitude  of  all  places  on  the  Earth,  from  any 
certain  Meridian  Afri;^ned,  which  Piin>ary  Meridian 
( from  whence  the  Longitude  of  places  in  all  the 
Mapps  in  this  Treatife,  doth  Commence,)  is  that 
which  pafleth  through  the  Ifland  of  Pico  Henertjfi^^ 
and  froiii  thence  Reckoned  Eaftward  round  the 
World. 

The  Ecliptique  is  a  great  Circle  divided  by  the 
Equino(5tial  into  two  Equal  Parts,  one  declining  to- 
wards the  North,  and  the  other  towards  the  South, 
the  greateft  Obliquity  being  23  Degrees,  30  Mi- 
nutes. 

The  Colures  are  two  great  Circles  cftheSphere 
Intqrfediing  each  other  at  Right  Angles  in  the 
Po!es  of  the  World.  One  is  called  theSolJiitia!, the 
other  the  Equinoctial  Coluie:  TheSolftitial  Colure 
is  that  which  pafleth  through  the  Poles  of  the 
World,  and  cutterh  the  Ecliptique  in  the  Points  of 
C.mcer,  and  Cjpricorne. 

The  Equinodr'al  Coliire  pafleth  through  the 
Poles  of  the  World,  andlcutteth  the  Ecliptique,  and 
the  Equator  in  the  Points  of  Aries  and  Libra.,  by 
wh;ch  Points  the  four  Seiifons  of  the  Year  are  Di- 
ftinguifhed.  .  •  ;  :  .  .  ■ 
II  .  The 
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The  Four  LeJJer  Circles  of  the  Sphere. 

The  four  lefler  Circles  of  the  Sphere  are  the 
two  Tropiques  and  the  two  Polar  Circles,  which 
Circles  Divides  the  Earth  into  five  broad  Space*, 
called  Zones  ,  which  are  diftingnifhed  in  the  follow- 
ing Chapter. 


CHAP.     Ill-  \ 

Of  the  Divifwn  of  the  Earth  by  Z^fjeu 

A7^ne\%  a  broad  Space  of  the  Earth  limited  by 
the  Tropiques,  and  the  Polar  Circles,  and  are 
five  in  Number,  one  Torrid  (  or  burning  Zone }  two 
Temp  erate,  and  two  Frozen  Zones. 

1.  The  Torrid  or  Burning  Zone  is,  that  Space 
of  Earth  and  Sea  Contained  between  the  two  Tro- 
piques,andis  47  Degrees  in  Breadth. 

2.  The  two  Temperate  Zones  are  that  Space 
Contained  between  each  Tropique,  and  the  Polar 
Circles,  one  called  the  North,  and  the  other  the 
South  Temperate  Zone :  And  are  each  of  them 
43  Degrees  in  Breadth. 

3.  The  tw©  Frozen  Zones  are  thofe  Spaces 
Contained  between  each  Polar  Circle  ,  and  the 
Poles  of  the  world, 

4.  The  Inhabitants  of  thofe  Zones  in  Refped:  of 
the  Diveifity  of  their  Noon  Shadoweji  are  Divi- 
ded into  three  Kvndes,  Amphijcii^  Hetcrojcii^  and 
Perifcii. 

B  3  5.Thofe 
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5.  Thofe  that  inhabit  in  the  Torrid  Zone  are 
called  Amphijcti ,  becaafe  their  Noon-fliadovvs  are 
Diveifly  caft,  fometimes  towards  the  North,  and 
fometimei  towards  the  South,  according  to  the  Po- 
fition  of  the  Sun,  when  it  is  on  the  North  or  Souih 
fide  of  their  Zenith,  or  Vertical  Point ;  and  their 
Shadows  are  calt  accordingly,  vi:{.  If  the  Sun  be  to 
the  Northward,  then  their  Shadow  is  caft  to  the 
Southward,  and  (o  on  the  Contrary. 

6.  Thofe  Inhabitnits  that  live  in  the  Tempe- 
rate Zones  are  called  H^terofcii^  becaufe  their  Noon 
Shadows  are  caft  but  one  way,  and  that  either 
North  or  South  ;  Thofe  who  live  in  the  North 
Temperate  Zone,  their  Noon  Shadows  are  alwaies 
caft  towards  the  North,  and  thofe  of  the  South 
-Temperate  Zone,  their  Noon  Shadows  are  alwayes 
caft  towards  the  South.  As  may  be  feen  in  the 
Anexed  Mapp  of  the  Zones. 

7.  Thofe  who  Inhabit  in  the  Frozen  Zones , 
are  called  Perifcii  ,  becaufe  their  longeft  day  is  at 
Jeaft  24  hours  in  length,  and  therefore  the  Sun  being 
Carryed  Circeilarly  about  them,  their  Shadows  are 
alfo  Carryed  about  them,  in  the  fame  manner. 


CHAP.     IV. 
Of  the  Divifwfi  of  the  Earth  by  Climsttes. 

A  Climate  is  that  Space  of  the  Earth  Contained 
between  three  Parrallels ,  the  middle  moft 
whereof  Divideth  it  into  two  Equal  Parts,  ferving 

for 
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for  the  fetting  out  the  Length  and  Shortnefsofthe 
days  in  every  Countrey  :  and  for  as  much  as  there 
have  been  feveral  ways  ufed  by  the  Ancients  in  Di- 
viding the  Climates  ,  I  ftiall  at  prefent  Content 
my  felf  with  this  only  Divifion  ;  by  Reckoning 
the  DlfFerrence  of  each  Climate  to  be  one  Quarter 
of  an  hour ,  and  fo  the  Climates  are  24  in  Num- 
ber; till  you  come  to  the  Latitude  of  <56  Degreei, 
31  Minutes,  (taking  up  48  Parrallels.j  To  which 
are  added  fix  Climates  more,  where  you  will  find 
the  days  to  be  One,  Two,  Three,  Four,  Five  and 
Six  Months  long  at  the  very  Pole  it  felf,  as  you 
may  plainly  fee  in  the  Annexed  Table ;  Where 
you  may  Note,  that  the  greater  the  Latitudes  are, 
the  longer  the  days  are.

l.nr^He  Inhabitants  of  the  Earth  are  divided  into 
X  the  Periceci.,  Antaci,  and  Antipodes. 
2.  The  Periled  are  fuch  as  dwell  in  the  fame 
Paiallelon  the  fame  fide  of  the  Equator  ,  and  op- 
pofite  to  us:  Thefe  live  in  the  fame  Zone,  and  the 
fame  Qiine  j  and  call  the  fame  Hiade  with  us.- 
The/e  Enjoy  our  Portion  of  heat  and  cold,  our 
Seafons  of  the  year,  our  Increafe  of  Days  and 
Nights,  and  all  things  elfe  of  this  kind  ;  Saving 
that  our  Hours  are  Oppofite,their  fix  in  the  Evening, 
is  our  fix  in  the  Morning,  our  Noon  their  Mid- 
night. 

5.  The  Antxci  are  Inhabitants  that  are  under  our 
Meridian,  which  makes  our  hours,  and  theirs  the 
fame;  but  by  being  51  Deg.  50  Min.  on  the  o- 
ther  fide  of  the  Equator,  it  happens  that  though 
we  all  agree  in  the  Temperament  of  Zones,  Num- 
ber of  Climes  in  Cafting  a  Shadow  to  one  fide  on- 
ly, and  the  like;  Yet  their  Zone  and  Climate  is 
Southern,  their  Shadow  falls  to  the  South  Pole  , 
their  Winter  is  our  Summer ,  our  Spring  their  Au- 
tumn. 

4.  The 
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4.  The  Antipodes  are  fudi  as  dwell  Feet  to  Feet, 
and  are  in  he'ight  of  Oppofition ,  and  differ  in  all 
things ;  our  Summer  is  their  Winter,  our  Noon 
\t  their  Midnight ;  we  h;ive  the  North  Pole  Eleva- 
ted, they  the  South,  This  truth  of  the  Antipodes 
was  in  former  time  Reckoned  fo  Ridiculous  and 
ImpoiUble ,  .  that  Virgilins  Bifhop  of  Salisbnrgb 
who  writ  a  Treatife  thereof,  was  Condemned  of 
Hereby  by  Pope  ^acharvy  in  the  year  of  our  Lord, 
745- 


CHAP.    VI. 

Cofttaimng  Jeverd  Ufeful  Dijlinctions

THe  Latitude  of  a  place  is  'ts  neareft  diftance 
from  the  Equator,  either  to  the  Northward, 
or  Southward  thereof,  meafured  in  the  Meridian. 

2.  The  Longitude  of  a  place  is  the  Number  of 
Degrees,  (  Reckoned  Eaftwardly  in  the  Equator,  j 
from  the  Grand  Meridian  to  the  Meridian  ©f  the 
place  required. 

)::^  And  here  Note  that  in  all  the  Mappi  in  this 
Treatife,  the  Longitude  beginneth  at  the  Meridian 
oi  Pico  Tenariffa. 

x^'nith,  is  a  Point  in  the  Heavens  that  is  Right 
over  our  heads,  and  is  (ometimes  called  the  Verti- 
cal Point,  and  Pole  of  the  Horrizon. 

Nadir y  is  a  Point  in  the  Heavens,  Oppofite  to 
it,  right  under  our  Feet.

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Of  the  '^2,  Points  of  the  Marritftrs  ComfafSf 
which  are  thus  Divided. 

The  four  firft,  are  the  Cardinal  Points,  and  are 
Compofed  of  one  Syllable,  as  Eift,  \Veil,North7 
South. 

The  Four  Secords  are  Colateral  Points,  Confift- 
ing  of  two  Syllables,  as  North  Eaft^  North  Weft , 
SouJhEaft,  South  Weft. 

The  Eight  Thirds  are,  thofe  that  are  Compofed 
of  Three  Syllables,  as  North  North  Eaft,  North 
North  Weft,  South  S'JUth  Eaft,  South  South  Weft, 
Eaft  North  Eaft,  Eaft  South  Eaft,  Weft  North  Weft, 
Weft  South  Weft.

the  Diameter ,  gives  the  Solidity  in  Eng'ifh 
Miles.

Therefore  take  notice,  that  to  each  Mapp  there 
is  a  Table,  that  is  as  an  Index  to  Ihew  you  what  Di- 
vifions are  in  the  Mapp,  and  is  as  it  were  an  Ex- 
planation

planation  thereofF,  which  you  will  fiad  very  ufeful 
for  the  underftanding  of  them. 

As  for  Example,  In  the  Mapp  of  the  World,  the 
Table  Informs  ycuof  the  General  Divifion  of  the 
World ,  which  ii  tlms  worded  ,  The  Mapp  of  the 
World  K  divided  into  two  Continents;  The  Con- 
tinent (^Europe,  Afia.  and  Africa. 

The  Continent  of  North-y^wc r;c4 ,  Soxxth-Amc' 
rica. 

Now  if  you  caft  your  Eye  upon  the  Mapp,  you 
may  there  plainly  perceive  the  fame  Divifions  Cir- 
cumfcribed  with  one  intire  Colour  with  the  Name 
jn  the  midft  thereof  i  in  Remarkable  Capital  Let- 
ters. 

Then  if  you  de^ie  to  know  how  any  of  *he 
Quarters  are  Divide;  Pitch  upon  what  Quar- 
ter you  pleafe,  (SupporeEHro/?f;;Then  Apply  youi- 
felf  to  the  Table,  and^here  you  will  find  the  Gene- 
ral Divifions  of  Eiircps  into  the  EmJ>ires  Kingr 
doms,  Principalities  and  Dominions,  CSk-. Contained 
in  the  famd  with  the  Principal  Cities  ir  each  Coun- 
try; then  turne  to  the  Mapp,  and  you  will  fee  each 
Refpedlive  Divifion  ,  Exadly  Anfwer  thereunto, 
as  it  is  Expreft  in  the  Table.

G^eat  Britain  Containcs  England.,  Scotland , 
and  Wales ,  making  the  moft  Faniouf  Ifland 
in  the  whole  Worl  \.  It  was  once  called  Albion^  ah 
Alhii  I^upibus  from  the  white  Rocks  apewing  on 
the  South  Coaft,  towaids  France,  from  whence  it 
wasfirft  Difcovered.  Afterwards  Brz><««,  fome  fay 
from  Brutuf,o{  the  Trojan  Race ,  who  firft  fetle*  a 
Government  here ;  or  as  others  will  have  it,  from 
Prutainia,  fignifying  Mettals,  becaufe  of  the  great 
quantity  of  Tin  ,  Iron ,  Lead,  ^c.  that  it  found 
,  here.  But  others  fay  the  Britatncs  had  their  nam^ 
from  thfe  word ,  Brith,  which  fignifieth  ftained  or 
painted ,  by  reafon  of  a  Guftome  the  Natives  had  to 
paint  their  Skins  all  over,  andof  feveralColouri,that 
they  might  thereby  the  more  Terrify  their  Ene- 
mies, whence  alfo  the  Romans  called  the  People 
of  Scotland  Pifts.

ENgland  (a  name  taken  from  the  /ingli  a  peo- 
ple that  came  in  with  the  Saxons,  and  not 
chang'd  by  theDanilh  or  Normaft  Conquerors)\sthc 
chief  part  of  the  Ifland  of  Great  Britain,  being  Di- 
vided into  40  County s  and  22  Bifhopricks,  is  Ac- 
counted in  Jength  386  miles ,  in  breadth  279.  The 
foil  is  very  fertile  and  plentifull;  feveral  of  its

England  is  ftor'd  with  Bridges ,  Hills  and  Wooll , 
With  Churchei,  Wells,  and  Women  Beautiful!. 

Its  firft  known  mhabitantswere  the  Britains;wha 
being  Conquered  by  the  B^mans,  and  af/erwards 
over-run  by  the  Saxons  ^  were  forced  to  Retire  into 
that  Corner  of  the  Kingdom  called  Wales :  where 
their  Pofterity  tothisdaylnhabite,  beinga  Province 
Divided  into  1 2  Countys  and  4  Bifliopricks,  the 
eldeft  Son  of  our  Englifti  Kings,  being  always  Enti- 
tuled  Prince  of  Wales. 

The  foren^entioned  Sastom  Divided  the  whole 
Realm  into  feven  Kingdoms ,  and  were  much 
©ppre0cd  fpr  a  long  time  by  the  Danes ,   but  at 
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laft  being  united  under  one  King,  were  fubduedby 
the  Normans^  under  WiUtnm  the  Conqueror^y^xyk 
Succeflbrs  Continue  to  this  day.

SC  pi  T  Ales  \i  invironed  on  all  fides  by  the  Sea, 
V  V  except  towards  H«^/4W</,  fr©m  which  it 
is  ■  feparated  from  the  RIVER  DEE  ,  and  a  line 
drawn  to  the  RIVER  WYE;  But  Anciently  it  Ex- 
tended to  the  RIVER  SEVERNE  Eaftward,  for 
Offa.  King  of  the  Mercians  ,  forced  them  to  leave 
the  Plain  Countrys  beyond  that  River  Cwhich  npw  is 
called  the  Marches  of  Wales,)  and  to  betake  them- 
felves  to  the  Mountainesj  which  he  caufed  to  be

The  Weft  of  which  lyes  towards  Spain,  Contain- 
ingin  length  above  300  Miles,in  breadth  ijo.Itnei- 
thcr  breeds  nor  will  Harbour  venomous  Creatures; 
the  Soil  is  very  good,  and  by  the  late  Induftry  of  the 
Inhabitants  (now  the  greateft  part  Englifh  j  )  the 
whole  Country  begins  to  Grow  rich  andFlourilbing, 
as  the  Populous  and  fair  new  buildings  at  Dublin ,

SP/izVjthe  moft  Weftern  Country  of  Europe  is  fe- 
parated  from  France  on  the  Northeaft  by  the 
PyreneanMountaines ,  and  on  the  Weft  joyning  to 
PcrtugJ,  on  all  other  parts  waiht  by  the  Sea,  its 
whole  Circuit  being  i9ooEnglifli  Miles.  They  are 
a  mixt  People,  Defcended  from  Gothes ,  Saracens  j 
andjsfpeiz  from  the  ^(^ff'ej  they  Inherite  Superftition, 
from  the  Saracens  Melancholy,  from  the  Gothes  de^ 
(ire  of  Liberty.  They  are  much  given  to  Women,vain 
glorious,  and  (lately;  very  Grave  in  their  Carriage, 
zcilous  Adherers  to  the  Church  of  i^oww.  Obedient 
to  their  Prince,  true  to  their  words,  and  of  Won* 
derfull  Patience ,  Enduring  adverfity;  their  Women 
Tober,  loving  to  their  Husbands  i  and  Gallants,  won- 
derful   Delicate,  Curious  in  Painting,  and  per-!- 
fuming,  but  by   Cuftome  forbidden  to  drink  any 
Wine,  at  leaft  till  they  are  Marryed.

The  People  were  Anciently  famous  for  their

fay  with  no  lefs  then  15  cr  20000  men,  whofe  dead 
Bodies  proved  fo  great  an  Annoyance  to  the  Twr- 
k}[h  Army,  that  the  Grand  Vifier  delired  three 
days  Truce  to  bury  his  dead;  which  being  denyed 
by  the  Worthy  Governour,  caufed  him  to  remove 
his  Camp  at  a  further  diftance,  for  fear  of  infedt- 
ing  his  Army ;  and  finding  him felf  deceived  in  his 
Intelligence ;  (the  Garrifon  being  ftronger  than  he 
was  informed)  he  proceeded  to  a  formal  Siege, 
which  he  Continued  for  the  fpace  of  nine  Weeks ; 
with  more  then  ordinary  Toyl  and  Labour,  work-p 
ing  with  his  Mines  day  and  night,  in  hopes  to  have 
Carryed  the  place  belore  any  Relief  could  come  to 
them  ;  and  having  fprang  feveral  of  them  by  which 
the  place  was  Afiaultable,  he  itormed  it  feveral 
times,  but  was  ftill  beaten  off  with  great  lofs,  and 
having  at  la  ft  fprung  one  under  the  Bafton  Lobcl^ 
he  continued  his  Aflault  with  greater  fury  and 
vigour,  though  without  fuccefs ;  fo  that  after  fo  long 
a  time,  and  (o  many  Continued  Aflfaluts,  (he  Go- 
vernour finding  himfelf  reduced  to  great  Extremity, 
made  the  Appointed  Sign  to  the  Duke  of  Lorraine 
fo4  Relief:  Whereupon  the  King  of  PoUnd  being 
joyned  with  theEmperiall  Forces,  made  up  an  Army 
of  85000  Men,  Horfe  and  Foot. 

It  was  Refolved  at  a  General  Councel  of  Warr, 
to  Attaque  theTurkifti  Camp  upon  the  i2lhof 
September  new  ftile  j  And  Accordingly  it  was  puc 
-  •      '  ib 
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in  Execution.  The  King  of  Poland  hiving  the 
Attacked  the  Grand  Vifiers  Quarters,  The  Duke 
of  Lorraine  on  the  lide  of  the  Baftion  of  the  Court; 
and  Prince  Wnldeck^  that  which  leads  to  the  Scotijh 
gate.  The  Attaque  being  warmly  begun ,  and 
Count  Starembiirgh  Sallying  out  at  the  fame  time  , 
foon  put  the  Infantry  into  diforder;  upon  with  their 
Horfesfled,  and  with  them  the  Grand  Vifier  ,  leav- 
ing them  to  the  Mercy  of  the  Chriftians,  who  cut 
them  all  to  pieces ,  ar.d  remained  Mailer  of  their 
Camp,  with  their  Tents,  thefiavjlion  of  the  Grand 
Vifier ,  Their  Artillery,  and  Ammunition,  and  a 
Confiderable  fum  of  Money  ;  in  this  Adlion  the 
Englifh  that  were  there  ,  behaved  themfelves  very 
Gillantly  to  the  great  Commendation  of  our  Na- 
tion. 

After  the  relief  of  Vienna ,  the  two  Armies  under 
the  King  of  Poland.,  and  the  Duke  of  Lorratn  con- 
tinued the  Purfuit,  and  with  great  Succefs ,  and  re- 
gained all  the  ftrong  Holds  in  Hungary  that  were 
pofTefTed  by  the  T/ir/;j;  and  in  all  this  great  Adfcion 
the  Turks  did  not  Rally  their  Army  to  Face  the 
Chriftiani:  But  did  Continually  fly  before  them. 
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ASIA  is  a  very  Confiderable  part  of  the 
World,  in  regard,  Firft,  That  Man 
was  therein  Created  ;  Secondly  ,  Here 
our  blelFed  Saviour  was  born,  wrought  his  Miracles, 
and  Suffered  for  the  Redemption  of  the  World ; 
Thirdly ,  Here  was  Tranfa(!ied  the  moft  Remar- 
Icable  Occurences  mentioned  in  the  Old  and  New 
Teftamsnt  ,  and  from  hence  all  Nations  of  the 
World  ,  and  all  Arts  and  Sciences  had  their  firft 
beginning. 

Many  are  the  Religions  here  Followed ;  but  the 
Jews,  Mahometans  and  Idolaters,  excel  the  Chrifti- 
ans  in  number. 

Mahometifme  is  received   by  the  four  Principal 
Nations  of  4/?^,  s\z.X\\tTurl{s,  Arabians^  Verfians, 
and  Tartars. 
The  Turk!  gives  moft  Liberty  ,  the  Arabians 

are 
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are  the  moft  Saperftitious ,  the  Perjlans  mcft  •  Ra- 
tional, and  the  Tartars  moft  fimp'.e. 

The  Turks  follow  the  Dodlrine  of  Omar  and  have 
their  P.irtriarch  at  Bad^at. 

The  Perfians  fullow  theDoclrine  of  Haly^  and 
have  theirPartriarch  at  Ifpahar?. 

The  Greeks  alfo  have  their  Partriarchs  here , 
oneReliding  at  Amioch  ,  and  the  other  at  Jeru- 
Jklem. 

As  to  the  Divifion  of  Afia  from  Europe,  it  hath 
already  been  dtfcourfcd  of,  in  the  Defcription  of 
iLuroJ)?. 

The  Principal  Seas  within  the  Land  are  the  Caf- 
tian,  i\\Q  Etixine ,  and  the  Perfian  Sea. 

The  Principal  Rivers  are  the  Euphrates,  Tigris  , 
Lu-iui,  Ganges,  CrocM,  Kjang ,  Scc. 

The  Air  of  Afia  is  almoft  every  where  Tempe- 
rate, and  abounds  wiih  Gold  and  Silver,  Precious 
Stones,  Spices,  and  Silks. 

Afia  is  in  Subjeiitio  n  under  four  mighty  Monarclis 
<y/:^.  The  Grand  S  mi  or  y  the  Sultan  of  Perfia;  the 
Cham  of  Tartary  (and  now  King  of  China )  and 
the  Great  Mgul. 

A  great  part  of  Afiia  Confifts  in  a  great  multi- 
tude of  Iflands,  of  which  are  Maldives,  Ceylon  y 
Sumatra',  Java,  Borneo,  Aynam  ,  Japan,  the 
Philippines ,  the  Molnccacs  ,  &c.  And  the  Ifland  of 
Cyprvi ,  and  ^Ijodes ,  and  /ome  others  in  the  Medi- 
terranean Sea.

T*He  T//r/^  by  his  Puiffance  having  over-run  a 
great  Ihare  of  two  of  the  Coiifiderable  parts 
of  the  World ;  PoiTefTcth  in  Afm ,  thefe  Countreys 
Anatolia  ,  Syria  ,  Mejbpotamia ,  Armsiita  ,  and 
Georgia. 

1.  Anatolia  vulgarly  Natolia ,  and  AncieTTtly 
Ajia  the  lefs,  a  Countrey  once  of  great  Fe£tili%  , 
but  now  waft  and  almoft  defolate,  there  were  the. 
Teven  Churches  to  whom  St.  John  Diredts  his  Book 
of  the  Revelation  ^  AsEphefus ,  Smyrna  y  Pergamasy. 
Sardis ,  &c. 

Formerly  the  Air  was  Exceeding  found  and 
Healthful!,  now  every  fix  years  the  Peftilence  de- 
ftroys  Millions  of  People. 

The  Mahometan  Religion  is  chiefly  profefled  in 
moft  places  thereof. 

Epheftis  once  famous  for  the  Temple  of  Diana  ^ 
of  425  foot  in  length,  220  in  breadth,  fupported 
with  127  Marble  Pillars,  70  foot  high,  220  years 
in  building ,  feven  times  fired. 

Smirna,  a  place  of  great  Plenty,  the  Soil  abound" 
iflg  with  Wine  and  Oyl. 

The  heats  are  very  Exceflive  in  Summer ,  (and 
would  be  unfapportable,  were  It  not  for  the  Breezes 
that  come  off  the  Sea  about  i  o  a  clock ,  and  con- 
tibues  till  evening, j  and  is  followed  with  the  Pelti- 
lence  and  Malignant  Fevers. 

Per^ 
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-  Pergamm  and  Sardis ,  have  been  Royall  Cities , 
fergannn  is  famous  for  the  vrealth  of  Attains ,  foi* 
the  Invention  of  Parchment,  and  the  Birth  place  of 
Galen  »  for  its  Tapeftry  ,  and  for  its  being  one  of 
the  feven  Churches. 

Sardfs  for  the  Refidence  of  the  Kings  of  Ljidia^ 
and  alfo  one  of  the  7  Churches, 

The  moft  Renowned  Mountaines  of  the  lefler 
Afia  arc  Taurus,  which  divides  yijia  into  two  parts, 
and  is  the  moft  famous  Mountain  in  the  World 
for  its  hei^th  and  length. 

,  •  E^iphrates  divides  Arrnenia  and  'Mejopotamid 
.  from  Afia    Minor  ,    Sjria ,  and  ArabLi. 

Tv^fis ,  defccnds  from  the  Georgian  Mountaines 
■falls  into  divers  lakes,  lofes  it  felf  clivers  times  in 
tliC  Earth  cults  through  the  Mountaines  and  divides 
'  Mefopot  ami  a  fvom  AjJ}ria,\\z{hesthe  Ruines  of 
Nir,eveh,  receives  the  branches  of  the  Euphratesl^ 
and  difemboguei  it  felf  into  the  Perjian  Gulf. 

Sjtia,  and  Pbenicia,  Two  Adjoining  Provinces 
wherein  is  Mount  Libanus  1  famotis  in  Scripture  for 
goodly  Cedars ;  The  Chief  Cities  Damajcm ,  An- 
tiocb.  Tyre,  and  Sidon,  and  ihofe  now  more  re- 
nownesl  for  Commerce  are  Aleppo  and  Scanda- 
Yoone.  The  Couatrey  abounds  with  Wheat,  Oyl, 
Balm ,  (3c. 

Canaan  or  Pakjlinc,  \n  length  bjt  200  miles, 
and  in  breadth  aot  above  50;  yet  (o  Fruitful  that 
we  read  in  Holy  writ,  it  once  fuftained  1300000 
fighting  Men,  befides  the  tribes  of  Levi  andBw- 
jamin ,  but  now  it  is  nothing  fo  plentiful ;  'Tis  now 
under  the  Turk,  Inhabited  by  mixt  People ,  pretendi 
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^ng  to  Chriftianity,  (hewing  divers  of  the  places 
mentioned  in  the  Scripture. 

Mefofotamia  or  Dtarbeck^  lying  between  Eii- 
fhrntes  and  T)grK ,  the  Soil  is  exceeding  Fertile, 
and  from  hence"  fuppofed  to  be  the  place  where  the 
Garden  of  £afe«  was. 

Upon  TYgris  ftands  Babylon,  now  called  Brigdu , 
where  happened  the  Confufion  of  Languages  after 
the  Flood  ,  and  is  only  a  great  Ruinous  heap  near 
which  place  ftood  the  Tower  of  B^ibei 

Babylon  was  built  by  Kimrod  much  Augmented 
by  Kebuchadne:{:{ar  ,  it  was  taken  by  Cyrus  Darius ^ 
and  by  Alexander  the  great ,  who  died  there. 

In  the  year  i  ^58  when  Ayntirath  the  fourth  re- 
took it  from  thePerfians,  he  caufed  three  Men  out 
of  every  Tent  throughout  his  Army  ,  to  be  caft 
into  the  Mote ,  and  over  them  a  vaft  number  of 
Bavins  and  Woolfacks ,  that  he  might  the  more  ea- 
fily  aflfdult  the  place. 

Armenia  now  called  Turcomtnia  taking  its  name 
from  the  Tiirkj ,  who  being  a  People  of  Schythia  , 
and  too  populous  to  get  food  fufficicnt  in  fo  Bar- 
ren a  Country  broke  through  the  Caff  inn  Sea ,  and 
feated  themfelves   here  in  the  year  Amio  Domi^ii 

844. 

Georgia  ,  not  fo  called  from  St.  George  whom 
yet  here  they  greatly  revcrence*but  from  the  Georgi 
who  long  a;,;o  Inhabited  t#"  Adjacent  Countreys, 
the  People  now  though  Tributary es  to  the  Turk  , 
Profefs  Chriftianity,  and  agree  in  moll  points  witlV 
the  Greek  Church  :  It  is  feated  between  the  Etixine 
and  the  C a/pan  Sea.

AT^hia  is  bounded  on  the  Eaft  with  the  Perjian 
Gulfh,  and  ChaUea,  and  on  the  South  the 
Ocean,  and  on  the  Weft  the  Red  Sea,  and  fome 
p^vt  of  Egypt ,  and  on  the  North  the  River  £//- 
phrates  ,  with  fpnie  part  of  Palejiine. 

It  is  Commonly  divided  into  three  parts ,  vj:(. 
/Arabia  the  Stony  ,  Arabia  the  Defert ,  and  Arabia 
the  Happy. 

Arabiaihe  Stony  lies  near  the  Holy-Land. 

Arabia  the  Defart  ,  lies  near  Chaldea  and  the 
Euphrates ;  Arabia  the  Happy  advances  it  felf  be- 
tween the  Red  Sea  and  the  Perfian  Gulph ,  which 
divides  it  from  Psrfia;  and  this  partis  the  greateit, 
and  Richeft,  and  beft  Inhabited  of  all. 

Arabia  the  Stony  hath  for  its  chief  City  Herat  , 
which  fignifies  a  Rock ,  whereon  it  was  built , 
with  an  advantagious  Scituation ,  a  place  of  great 
ftrength. 

On  the  Coaft  of  the  Red  Sea  is  the  Caftle  T^r, 
a  Walled  Town  and  a  Port,  very  famous,  and  it 
is  believed  the  Ifraelites  Jfeving  palled  the  H^d  Sea^ 
Entered  the  Defarts  this  way ;  and  it  is  likewife  a' 
Paflage  ,  where  the  Carravans  flop  at  their  rC' 
turn  from  Mecca. 

Arabia  the  Defart,  fo  called  by  rea/bn  of  the 
taft  Sandy  Defarts,  and  the  uninhabitablenefs  there- 
of. 
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of,  fcarce  ofFerding  either  food  for  Man  or  Beaftt 
So  that  thofe  which  travel  thofe  Countreys  are  for- 
ced to  carry  their  Proviiions  with  them  ,  and  guide 
themfelves  to  the  place  defigned  by  the  help  of  the 
Stars,  or  Marriners  Compaf's,  aj  they  do  at  Sea  ^ 
and  go  in  great  Companies  for  fear  of  being  robbed 
or  rifled  by  the  wild  Arabs. 

The  People  are  much  addicted  to  Theft  by  which 
they  get  their  living ,  being  ftoutand  warlike  Men; 
their  Chief  food  being  Venifon  ,  Milk,  and  Herbs; 
they  go  half  naked;  their  Wives  they  hire  for  what 
time  they  pleafe, 

Arabia  the  Hufpy  may  properly  be  fo  called  by 
Reafon  of  the  Fruitfulnefs  and  Richnefs  of  the  Soil, 
which  Produceth  plenty  of  Corn,  Wine,  Fruity 
and  Odoriferous  Spices;  great  increafe  of  Cattel  ; 
alfo  abounding  in  Gold  ,  Pearles ,  B.Ufom  Myrrhe, 
Frankin fence  ,  and  feveral  forts  of  Drugas 

Thefe  People  are  very  Faithful  and  Punctual  in 
their  Promifes ;  here  are  great  quantities  of  Ofbrichc^ 
which  for  the  moft  parts  abide  in  the  Defarts. 

In  the  Province  of  H.igi/t:[ ,  the  Chief  Cities 
towA\-d^%W\eB^d  Sen  zxc  Medina,  and  Mecca,  this 
laft  being  the  Bii-th-Place  of  Mahomet^  and  the  other 
his  Burying-Place. 

Medina  ,  though  Scituated  in  a  Barren  and  De- 
folate  Place,  adjoyning  on  Arabia  the  Stony ,  yet  by 
Reafon  of,  its  being  the  Sepnhhcr  oi Mahomet ^ 
is  become  a  fair  City  ,  containing  about  5ooo 
Houfes  ,  being  a  place  of  great  Trading  and  refort, 
by  Reafon  of  the  Pilgrims ,  which  flock  thither  to 
pay  their  Blind  Devotions. 

This  Sepulcher  or  Tomb  wherein  their  Prophet 

lieth  ; 
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litth ,  is  Enclofed  within  an  Iron  grate  ,  and  Co- 
vered with  green  Velvet ,  having  the  fupply  of  a 
new  one  every  yejr  from  iheGrand  Sf7^«/cr,andthe 
old  one  becomes  the  fees  of  the  Priefts ,  which  they 
fell  in  fiiiall  pieces  and  fhreds  for  great  Reliquei  to 
the  Pilgrims ,  which  brings  them  in  great  Re- 
venues. 

In  this  Temple  are  about  3000  Lamps  of  Gold 
and  Silver  ,  wherein  is  B^l/Iim  and  fuch  other  rich 
Odours,  Oyn.tments,  and  Oyls,  which  are  Con- 
tinually kept  burning. 

The  People  for  the  moft  part  are  of  a  mean  Sta- 
ture ,  Lean  Swarthy  Complexioned  ,  Effeminate 
voices,  very  Swift  of  foot,  and  very  Expert  in  the 
Bow  and  Dart. 

The  Horfes  are  alfo  little  and  lean,  and  fpare  in 
feeding;  yet  Couragious  ,  Swift,  arid  of  great  La- 
bour. 

The  People  are  almoft  all  Mahometans ,  except 
fome  Greek  Chriftians ,  towards  the  Mounts  of  Si- 
nai and  Horeb;  likewife  towards  the  R^dSea,  and  in 
the  Defarts  of  Arabia  thi  Stony,  and  Arabia  ths 
Defart;  Arabia  the  Happ  ,  is  the  unhappieft  ,  by 
having  the  feweft.

THe  Kingdom  or  Empire  of  the  Sophy  of  PerJIa, 
is  one  of  the  greatcft  and  moft  famous  of  alF 
:^fi't  J  it  Extends  from  Tjgris  and  Enphratss  on  tb  ^ 
E  we^,.t , 
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weft,  almoft  to  the  River  Indus  in  the  Eaft;  And 

fpoiti  the  Gulph  o(  Pcrfia ,  and  the  Arnbian  and 
ladinu  Sea  ,  which  bounds  it  on  the  South ,  unto 
the  Rivec  Gchon  and  to  the  Ct^pian  Sea  ,  which 
are  its  Bonnds  of  the  North  ;  fo  Containing  about 
6-00  Jeaguesiii  length  ,  and  500  in  breadth. 

The  Perfian  Monarchy  began  under  Nhim ,  and 
lafted  under  50  and  odd  Kings  13  or  1400  years, 
ending  in  S.rrdanapalm. 

It  divided  it  felf  into  Mejes  and  Bahylonians, 
afterwards  the  Perfhins  made  the'.nfelves  2vlafters 
of  it. 

Alexander  the  Great  held  this  Empire  but  few 
Years;  and  dying,  it  was  divided  amongft  many 
of  his  Captaines ,  who  at  laft  took  upon  them  the" 
Title  of  Kings. 

Hif-pahan  the  Metropolitan  City  of  the  Perjian 
Monarchy ,  Tented  in  the  Parthian  Territory ,  which 
in  its  Situation  is  pleafant  and  delightful ,  and  in  its 
Soil  Frsitfal ,  its  air  Serene  and  Healthful ,  and  for 
bignels  is  now  become  the  greateft  City  in  all  Perfiay 
whole  Walls  are  in  Circumference  a  reafonable  Days 
Jotirney,  containing  not lefs  then  75000  Houfes. 

The  Inhabitants  do  all  their  affairs  on  Horfe-back, 
as  well  Piibliquea$Private,inthe  buying  and  vending 
their  Comodities:  But  the  Slaves  never  Ride,  which 
makes  the  difference  between  them.  The  Native 
Comoditiei  of  Pf r/w  are  Gold ,  and  Silver,  Raw- 
Silk  in  fuch  great  Quantities  that  they  furnifh  moft 
part  of  the  E.ift. 

The  heats  in  thefe  parts  in  the  Summer  feafon  are 
fo  great ,  efpecially  towards  the  South  part  of  the 
Mountains,  that  the  Inhabitants  are  forced  to  forfake 

the 
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the  Cittes  j  and  retire  into>  the  Mountains  fov 
eonlnefi. 

The  Perfidnszxe  of  low  Stature  1  yet  have  great 
limbs  and  ftrong ,  they  are  of  an  Olive  Colour  , 
hawk'd  Nofc'l ,  and  Black  Hair'd ,  which  they  fhave 
every  Eight  D.iysj  they  paint  their  Hands  and  Nail* 
of  a  Reddifti  Colour. 

In  their  Habits  they  follow  much  of  the  TtirJ^  ; 
their  Clothes  have  no  proportion  to  their  Bodies , 
hanging  toofe  and  large,  much  in  the  Fafhion  of  the 
Women  ;  their  Garments  they  Gird  about  their 
Waifts  with  a  Scarf;  Their  Turbants  are  Red.  The 
Women  in  their  ftreets,  go  with  white  Vailes  over 
their  Facei ,  down  to  their  knees ;  they  are  very  Neat 
and  Rich  in  their  Clothes  and  Houfes. 

The  Perfians  are  very  Stridt ,  Suparftitious ,  and 
Ceremonio«  in  their  Religion,  as  the  Turk^is.  They 
Bury  their  Dead  three  hours  after  they  are  de- 
parted. Except  they  Dye  in  the  night:  They  walh 
or  bathe  the  Bodies  of  their  Dead  before  they  arc 
interred,  in  a  great  Ciftern  ,  which  thay  have  for 
the  fame  purpofe  near  the  Mo/(/iie  ,  to  which  place 
they  are  Carried  on  a  Bier  in  their  Clothes »  and  after 
they  are  ftript  and  waflit ,  they  put  thetti  in  clean 
Linnen  ,  Anoint  them,  ?.nd  fo  bear  them  to  the 
Grave ,  being  accompanied  with  his  Friends  »  Rela- 
tione ,  Servants ,  Gjc. 

The  King  of  Pirfia  Govei-ns  by  an  abfolute 
Power,  difpofing  of  the  Lives  and  Eftates  oi"  his 
Subjects  1  as  beft  pjeafeth  him,  making  his  Will  his 
Law ,  not  daring  to  Murmur  j  though  his  Adlions 
are  never  To  unjuft. 

The  Adminiftration  of  Jufticc  ij  decided  by  the 
E  2  King, 
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King,  but  firft  tiycd  by  the  Secular  Judges,  who 
Examine  the  fame,  and  deliver  up  their  Opinion 
to  the  King. 

They  have  feTeral  Severe  and  ftrid:  Punifhments, 
which  they  inflidt  upon  the  Offenders,  according 
to  the  Hainoulne/s  of  the  Crimes;  for  feme  Offences 
they  cut  off  their  Ears  and  Nofe  ,  fometimes  their 
Foot  and  Hands  •,  for  others  to  be  Beiieaded;  for 
fbme  again,  they  are  tyed  between  two  boardi  and 
fo  fawed  afunder,  wich  fcveral  other  cruell  Deaths, 
too  tedious  to  name. 

In  their  Military  affairs  they  are  well  Experien- 
ced ,  their  Army  conlifting  only  of  Horfe ,  who 
have  for  their  Armour  Darts  and  Javelins,  yet  have 
they  fome  in  the  Nature  of  our  Dragoones. 

They  have  great  quantity  of  ?11  Sorts  of  Cattle  , 
Grjin  and  Fruits;  amongft  their  Fruit  Trees,  they 
have  great  quantities  of  black  and  white  Mulberry- 
Trees,  which  grow  not  above  five  or  fix  Foot  high, 
tvhich  ferves  for  Food  for  their  Silk  Worms ,  which 
makes  them  great  {tore  of  Silk.

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are  feveral  Indian  Kingdomes  Tributary  to  him  j 
He  is  efteemed  the  Richeft  Prince  of  the  World  ; 
Shajohan  whoRaigncd  40  Years,  left  him,  behind 
him,  five  Millions  of  Livers:  And  the  Throne  that 
he  made  coft  one  hundred  and  Sixty  Millions,  and 
Five-Hundred-Thoufand  Livers ,  befides  fix  other 
Thrones ,  let  all  over  with  Diamonds ,  Rubyes , 
Emeralds,  and  Pearles. 

He  is  able  to  bring  into  the  Field  One-Hundred- 
Thoufand  Horfe.and  Two-Hundrcd-ThoufandFoot, 
and  two  or  three  tfaouCand  Elephants. 

The  Great  Moguls  O-dinary  Guard  Confifts  of 
about  twelvc-Thoufand  Men ,  befides  Six-Hundred 
of  his  Life  Guard ;  he  never  ftirs  abroad  to  Hunt, 
take  the  Air,  or  the  like,  without  the  Atendance 
of  Ten-Thouland  Men  of  all  Degrees ;  befides,  to 
make  his  State  the  Greater,  there  are  one  Hundred 
Elephanb,RichIy  trapt  and  covered  with  Scarlet  Vel- 
vet ,  or  the  like  ;  on  each  ol  thefe  E'cphr.nts  there 
are  feated  two  Men,  the  one  to  guide  him,  and  the 
other  Supports  a  large  Banner  of  Silk  richly  Em- 
broidered with  Gold  and  Silver;  after  thefe  Hun- 
dred Elephants  comes  the  Mogul ,  either  mounted 
on  an  Excellent  Horfe  ,  or  elfe  in  a  Coach  or  Sedan, 
attended  by  his  Nobles  and  other  Courtiers :  After 
whom  comes  about  Five-Hundred  Elephants ,  Ca- 
melsand  Waggons,  which  areto  C.irry  the  Baggage; 
For  he  Commonly  Encamps  in  the  Field ,  to  have 
the  Benefit  ot  theCoolnefs  of  the  Air :  The  Mogul 
Celebrates  with  great  Pomp  and  State  the  firft  Day 
of  the  Year, 

The  Emperour  himfclf  is  a  Turki/h  Mahometan  , 
although  the  moft  part  of  his  Vaffds  are  Pagant ; 

E    3         "  fp> 
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For  a«  there  are  feveral  forts  of  People,  fo  there  are 
divers  forts  of  Religions  amongft  them.  The 
Country  is  very  Fertile  ,  yielding  great  fbore  of 
Corn  and  Rice  ;  and  all  Sorts  of  Piovilions  are  very 
Cheap ,  and  the  Inhabitants  very  Sober  and  Tem- 
perate. 

It  is  coneeived  to  be  the  largcft  Country  of  any 
one  name  in  the  World  >  CExcept  Chma  and  Tar- 
taria.) 

The  v?hole  Countrey  is  Divided  into  two  Penin- 
fulas ,  one  Peninfula  is  accounted  on  this  fide  the 
River  Ganges  y  c^Wed  India  Intra-Gangem-,  and  the 
other  Pemnfula  beyond  the  Ganges,  called  r«i/4^ 
Extra-Gangem ,  of  each  we  ftiall  take  a  Brief 
Survey. 


Of  India  on  this  fide  the  Gaims , 
called  India-Intra-  Gangem. 

IKdia-Jntra-Gdngem ,  is  bounded  on  the  Eaft  with 
the  River  G^w^ej ,  till  the  fall  thereof  into  the 
Sea  ;  And  after ,  that  with  that  large  and  fpacious 
Bay  ,  called  the  Gulf  of  Bengala.  On  the  Weft, 
with  the  Territories  of  the  Pcrjhm  Empire,  and  part 
of  the  Arabian  Seas ;  On  the  North  where  it  is 
broadeft  with  Mount  Taurus  ;  On  the  South  with 
the  Indian  Ocean,  ending  in  a  Iharp  point  or  Pro^ 
montory ,  as  you  may  fee  in  the  M<ip. 

We  Divide  thii  Pmin[ula  into  ten  paits  or  Divi- 
fions,  being  under  feveral  Kipgs,  Governments, and 
Religions.     In  the  Kingdom  of  Quncan^  are  Goa, 
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Vifapore ,  Dabul  and  ^ejapore  ,  Carapatan  and 
Mongrelia:  G<?^  i$  a  City ,  as  fair  ,  Rich>  and  of  as 
great  Traifick  as  any  in  the  Eaft-JW/ej,  being  Si- 
tuated on  an  Ifland  of  the  fame  name,  taken  by 
the  Por^/jr^/j  in  the  Year  1510  ,  and  have  fince  that 
Eftabliihed  themfelves  fo  Powerfully  there,  that 
their  Fice-i^oy  ,  Bilhop,  and  their  Council ,  for  the 
Eaft-I«(^/>j,have  their  Relidence  there ;  Their  ftreets 
arelarge,  their  Houfes  fair,  efpecially  their  PaL^es 
and  Publick  Buildings ,  which  are  very  Magnificent, 
their  Churches  are  Stately,  and  Richly  Adorned  ;The 
City  is  1 5  Miles  in  Compafs,  The  Portngah  li«e 
here  in  all  manner  of  Delight  and  Pleafure. 

Here  on  this  Coaft  is  alfo  Situated  Surrat  and 
Bombay  ,  two  great  Fa*5toryes  of  the  Englijh 
Merchants. 

The  whole  Countrey  is  under  the  Government  of 
tViCSiivagee.,  who  is  a  Tributary  to  the  great  Mo^?//. 
The  People  bloudy  and  treacherous,  addicted  much 
to  the  Art  of  Poyfonning,  and  do  Fight  commonly 
with  Poyfoned  Arrows. 

A  notable  Inftance  of  their  Treachery  I  ihall  give 
you;  Which  was  in  the  Year  K583.  There  was 
three  of  their  Ships  and  fouir  Grabs,  man'd  with 
1500  of  their  Men,  which  the  Suvagee  afterwards 
(by  wayof  Excufe)  pretended  to  be  Arabians,  and 
took  the  Ship  to  be  a  Portug^iefi ,  and  as  a  token  of 
theirReferitmerit  Imprifoned  theChiefof  them;They 
fet  upon  one  of  our  Eaft-  India  Ships  1  call'd  the 
Vrefident  >,  Captain  Jotzathan  Hide  Commander  , 
whom  they  Attaqued  very  defperately  .  and  was  as 
Briskly  received  by  the  EngUfh,  and  as  bravely  Re- 
pulfed  with  a  great  Slaughter  of  the  Indians  :  And 
1  E  4  Re- 
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Recovered  their  Ship ,  to  the  great  Comendatlons  of 
all  that  were  the  re  in.  Which  brave  Souls  had 
not  the  Happinefs  to  Enjoy  the  Honour  of  that 
Action  in  their  own  Countrey.  The  Ship  being 
unfortunately  caft  away  in  Febriinry  following,  and 
all  their  Men  loft  but  two,  as  they  were  coming 
into  the  Chanel  ,  to  the  great  grief  and  forrovv  of 
the  Merchants  and  Owners,  as  well  as  their  Particu- 
lar Friends  and  Relations. 

Malabar y  extends  its  felf  from  the  River  Gange- 
raco  ^  to  Cape  Coinarinc,  300  miles  in  length,  but  is 
not  above  50  in  breadth  ,  and  ending  towards  the 
Cape  in  a  Poiat  ;  The  Countrey  is  more  Populous 
for  the  bignels  then  any  in  India  ,  enjoying  a  very 
Temperate  Air ,  and  a  Fruitful  Soil ,  well  Watered, 
and  indented  with  many  Creeks;  The  Ground  unfit 
for  Corn  but  Pientif«l  in  Rice ,  and  all  manner  of 
Spices,  as  Ginger,  Cinnamon,  Caflia,  Pepper, 
ami  moft  Excellent  Fruits. 

The  People  on  this  part  of  India,  are  of  a  blacker 
Complexion  then  the  reft  of  the  hidiatiSjWeW  Limb- 
ed, wearing  their  Hair  long  and  Curled .-  Abcut 
tlieir  Heads  they  wear  a  H.inkerchief,  wrought  with 
Gold  and  Silver  ,  and  about  their  middle  a  Cloth, 
which  hangeth  down  to  conceal  their  Nakedne/s. 

The  Natives  on  the  v/hole  Coaft  of  India,  are  of 
Nature  Treacherous  and  J31oudy,  more  properly  to 
be  termed  Defperate,  than  Stout  and  Valiant;  in  their 
Wars  tliey  uCc  Poyfbued  Arrows ,  as  they  do  in  their 
Pyratiug  and  Thievingi  both  by  Sea  and  Land. 

The  Kingdom  of  Bilnag'sr  ,  fcatcd  in  the  Bayo? 
Jiengala ,  between  twelve  and  fifreeu  Degrees  of 
North  Latitude  ,  in  which  Kingdom  is  the  great 

Fadory 
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Faiftory  of  our  Eaft-W*"^  Company  ,  called  Fort 
St.  George  ;  almoft  ail  the  People  are  Tdohters,  feme 
Mahurnstans  and  a  few  Cathoh'^nes.  Aniongft  the 
Ciiftomes  of  thofe  Heathens ,  they  have  the  Inhu- 
mane Cuftome  for  the  Women ,  to  Burn  themfelves 
with  the  Corps  of  their  deceafed  Husbands ,  (m  this 
manner^  the  Huiband  being  Deid  ;  the  Wite  pre- 
pares her  felf  for  her  I^uneraJ  Habife  in  Tranfparent 
Lawn  ;  Her  Nofe ,  Ears ,  and  Fingers  llie  Adorns 
with  Precious  Stones,  in  one  hand  She  holds  a  Ball, 
and  in  the  other  a  Nofl-gay  of  Flowers ,  both  as  Em- 
blems of  Paradifi  '.  And  being  thus  Habited :  She  is 
Accompanied  to  the  place  by  her  Relations,  Friends, 
and  Acquaintance  ,  and  all  the  way  Going,the  Prieft 
denotes  the  Joys  She  is  to  Poffefs ,  together  with  the 
Affitrance  of  Enjoying  her  Husband  ,  which  does 
Excite  \\e.v  to  V ,ilour ;  fo  that  when  Shecometh  to 
the  Place  ,  feeth  the  Flame,  and  the  Carcafs  of  her 
Dead  Husband,  whom  She  longeth  to  be  with,  and 
being  as  it  were  Tranfported  with  Joy ,  She  takes 
leave  of  her  Friends  and  delations,  and  Jumps  into 
the  Flame  ,  in  which  the  Corps  of  her  Husband  was 
fiift  put  ,  both  which  is  foon  Reduced  to  Afhes , 
during  which  time  they  have  feveral  forts  of  M«/;c(', 
to  Drown  the  Cryes  of  the  poor  Wretch ,  cafting  io 
ftore  of  Tweet  Wood  and  Oil  into  the  Fire,  to  take 
away  the  Unfavory  fmell. 


Of  the  Ifland  Ceylon, 

THe  Ifland  C^/is«,   lyeth  to  the  Eaftwarlof 
Cape  Comarine^o^  m  Oval  form,  divided  from 
E  5  the 
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the  M^in^  by  a  (hallow  Chanel.  The  Havens 
Refrefliing  it  vvith  their  Dews;  The  Air  with  Fra- 
grant freftine  fs. 

The  Land  ftored  with  whole  Woods  of  Cinamon, 
befidesFrnits,  Lemons  and  Oranges,  (3c.  Of  Fowls 
and  Beafts  great  Plenty  ,  both  Wild  and  Tame;  It 
fo  abounding  with  all  Contentments,  that  the /a«<:/mw/ 
hold  it  to  be  a  Paradife  ;  In  this  Iflvid  is  a  mighty 
high  Hill,  called  Adam's  Pico,  reputed  to  be  fevea 
Leagues  high. 

The  People  for  the  moft  part  Tall  and  Strait  of 
Body  ,  in  matters  of  Religion  they  are  generally  I- 
dolaters,  very  A*5live  and  well  Skilled  in  Jugling, 
This  i/?4/z^  is  Divided  into  feveral  Kingdoms,  as  of 
Candie ,  (^c.  And  a  City  of  that  Name,  the  Seat  of 
the  King.  This  Ifland  is  memorable  for  the  20 
Years  Captivity  oi  Captain  IQiox  ,  and  of  his  Mira- 
culous El'cape,  which  when  he  Returned  to  £«- 
^landj  he  wrote  a  large  Treatife  of  the  Nature  ofihis 
Ijland,  and  the  Manners  and  Cuftomes  of  the  In- 
habitants, ("to  whichj  I  refer  you. 


Of  the  MaldiVe  Iflands. 

NEar  unto  the  Coift  of  Malabar,  lieth  a  great 
Number  of  Iflands ,  called  Maldive  ,  from 
Mai ,  the  City  of  thofe  (fiends ,  and  Div;  which 
iignifies  an  r/?<?W ;  They  are  Divided  into  13  divi- 
sions, divided  by  certain  Channels.  From  hence  the 
King  of  Maldives  term*  himfelf  King  of  1 3  Pro- 
,      .  vinces 


vinces,  in  which  are  Contained  Eleven-Thoufand 
Iflands,  as  is  Reported  by  fome  that  have  been  there; 
here  they  take  Multitudes  of  little  Ihells ,  called 
Couries  ,  which  pafs  in  many  places  for  Money. 
The  King  Refidesin  the  IJle  of  Mal^  which  is  one 
of  the  greateft ;  but  not  above  a  League  and  a  half 
In  Circumference  ,  but  it  is  a  moft  Fruitful  place, 
ftrangers  frequent  it ,  becaufe  of  the  Court ;  There 
Grows  on  thefe  Idands  neither  Rice  nor  Wheat, 
yet  all  forts  of  Provifions  are  Cheaper  here  then  in 
other  parts  of  India. ;  There  are  here  abandance  of 
Coco^  Nuts;  they  have  httle  Beef  or  Mutton,  no 
Dogs  (for  they  Abhor  them  J  they  have  great  flora 
of  Filh.  The  Inhabitants  are  very  Induftrious  and 
Sober  People. 


Of  India  beyond  the  Ganges^  call- 
ed India-Extra  Gangejn. 

INdia  Extra-Gangem  ,  is  that  part  of  the  great 
Continent  of  India ,  which  lieth  on  the  Eaft-fide 
of  the  River  Ganges ;  In  this  PeninJuU  are  a  great 
Number  of  Kingdomei,  but  Ilhall  only  difcourfe  of 
the  Principal  ones  that  are  Contained  in  the  Table, 
\i\\\c\\zxQ  Arracan,  Pegu^M.Artaban,  Siam,  Cam- 
bodia ,  Couchin  ,  China ,  Malacca ,  and  Tancjuin. 

The  Kingdom  oiArracan  is  Situated  on  the  Eaft- 
fide  of  the  B^/  ofBengala,  extending  it  felf  from 
the   Tropcl^  of  Cancer  to  the  fixteenth  Degree  of 

North 
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North  Latitude/itbeinga  brave  and  FrnittuI  Country. 

The  Kingdom  of  Pegu ,  when  in  its  Splendor,  was 
fo  Rich  and  Powerful,  that  fome  would  equal  it  to 
China.  They  have  in  many  places  Mines  of  Gold , 
Silver  and  Precious  Stones;  I3efides  Grains ,  Fruits  , 
Herbs,  Fowl,  and  Hearts,  which  are  here  found 
Excellent.  And  without  doubt  it  is  the  Richeft 
Coiantry  of  all  the  Udics ,  and  for  the  <arae  Reafou 
one  of  the  beft  Peopled  and  moft  Powerful. 

The  Chief  City  of  this  Kini;doa'i  is  Pfgu.theMe- 
tropolu ;  The  Hou fes  well  Built ;  The  Palace-B^yal 
is  Seated  in  the  midft  of  the  City ,  having  its  parti- 
tular  Wall-Moat  and  other  Fortifications. 

The  Habit  of  the  Natives  is  but  mean ,  contenting 
themfelves  for  the  moft  part  with  a  piece  of  Linncn, 
to  Cover  their  Nakednefs ;  They  all  black  their 
Teeth  ,  becaufe  they  ft y  Dogs  Teeth  are  white; 
They  arc  Generally  all  Vagnnsy  Thofe  that  Marry, 
Buy  their  Wives  ot  their  Parents. 

The  Kingdom  o}  Manahan  towards  the  Gulf  of 
Bengala ,  is  CoBtiguous  to  Pegti--,  to  which  it  hath 
been  Subjedt  ,  at  prefent  to  Siam  ;  this  Kingdom 
hath  many  Ports  frequented  for  Trade  ,  for  befides 
jts Grains,  Fruits,  Oyls,  and  Medicinal  Herbs,  it  is 
Rich  in  Mines  of  Gold  ,  Silver ,  Copper ,  C^c. 

The  Kingdom  of  Siam  hath  feveral  Cities  of  Note, 
but  we  iliall  ((ov  Brevity  fakej  only  treat  oiSiam^ 
ys  the  Metropolis ,  being  a  City  of  large  Extent,  and 
of  (o  great  ftrength  ,  thiit  in  the  Year  1567.  they 
ftoutly  defended  themfelves  againtt  an  Army  of 
1400000  Fighting  Men  ,  which  the  King  of  Pegu 
brought  againft  them  ,  for  twenty  Month*  together. 
The  Coino:lit:esof  this  City  and  Kingdoai  are  Cot- 
•  ton, 
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ton,  Linnen  of  feveral  forts,  Benjamin  Lacpie,  of 
which  they  make  Excellent  hard  Wax. 

The  Kingdom  of  Cf.mbodta.,  which  lieth  between 
the  Gulfs  of  Siam  and  Couchin-China.  The  Princi- 
pal Cities  ^avccca  and  Cambnja  •  The  People  in 
their  manners  and  Cuftomes ,  Refemble  thofe  of 
Siam,  whofe  Subjcdts  they  have  been. 

The  Kingdom  of  Couchin-China ,  lieth  to  the 
Eaftward  of  Camboja  ,  its  Name  fignifies  weft  China^ 
and  was  fuppofed  formerly  to  belong  to  China , 
whofe  Language  ,  Manners ,  Cuftomes ,  Govern- 
ment, Religion  >  and  other  Ce"emonies ,  they  yet  re- 
tain. AlltheCountrey  is  Fertile, abounding  in  Rice, 
Fruits,  and  Herbs.  They  have  Gold,  Silver,  Silk, 
Porcelain  ,  and  many  other  valuable  Commodities ; 
The  Air  Healthful ,  ai'.d  (he  Soil  fo  Abundant  in  all 
things,  that  the  Inhabitants  know  nothing  of  Con- 
tagion ,  or  Famine.  They  are  Courteous,  Liberal , 
kind  to  Strangers ,  and  Faithful  in  their  dealings. 

In  the  PeninfulaoiMalacca^zxcdiwQxkYSs^gAomSi 
which  are  Tributary  to  Siam  ,  Except  the  City  of 
Mallaccj. 

The  whole  Country  is  well  Traded ,  by  Reafon 
of  its  Archepebgo,  which  contains  feveral  Iflands  ^ 
and  of  its  IJlbmm  ,  which  facilitates  the  Tranfpor- 
tation  of  Merchandife  ,  from  one  Sea  to  another  i 
and  of  its  Ports,  which  are  Commodious. 

Patane^  within  few  Years  is  grown  Famous;  The 
Kingdome  being  frequented  by  diverfe  Nations,  per- 
ticularly  the  Chinois,  who  bring  thither  Parcelain,and 
divers  Manu^adlures  and  Inftruments  of  Husbandry; 
The  Soil  is  good  ,  producing  Fruit  every  Month  in 
the  Year ;  Their  Hens,  Ducks,  and  GzQk^  often  lay 
Eggs  twice  a  Day,  Ihor 
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■Ihor  is  Situated  on  the  vitmoft  point  of  the  Pen^ 
infuhi  ,  its  Chief  City  was  taken  and  ruined  by  the 
Portiigals  in  1 509.  who  took  from  thence  Fifteen- 
Hundred  brafs  Cannons. 

The  Kingdom  of  T^w^^mz,  divides  C/j/w^  from 
Couchhi-China,  and  hath  about  150  Leagues  of  Sea 
Coaft.  This  Kingdom  contaias  7  Provinces.  Tlie 
King  oiTanquin  ,  Ordinarily  entertaines  a  Militia 
of  50000  Men. 

The  Land  hath  Beautiful  Plaines,  and  Watered 
with  many  great  Rivers;  They  have  neither  AlTes  nor 
Sheep,  but  manyHorfes,  Elephants  and  I^ljinoce-' 
rotes  y  whofeFlefh,  Skins,  Bones,  Teeth,  Nails  and 
Horns ,  ferve  for  Antidotes  againft  Poyfon  ;  The 
Catholique  Religion  was  fo  Introduced  Tome  Years 
paft,that  there  was  eftimated  to  be  more  thenzooooo 
Chriftned  Souls  ;  Two-Hundred  great  Churches , 
and  great  Quantities  of  Chapels  and  Oratories  , 
but  fince  there  hath  hapened  great  Changes  ;  in 
thofe  Kingdomes  the  Porttigals  have  federal  Towns 
and  Cifies,  by  which  they  have  a  great  Revenue. 


Of  the  I  (land  of  Sumatra, 

THe  Jfland  of  Sumatra ,  lieth  on  the  North  of 
Java  M.tjor ,  and  a  long  the   Weft-fide  of 
Mallacca  ,  the  length  thereof  Extends  from  the 
North- Weft  to  the  South-Eaft  ,  about  800  miles , 
and  is  200  in  breadth. 
The  ^ir  is  very  hot  and  unwholfome,  by  Reafon 

of 
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of  the  grofs  Va\)ours  ,  drawn  from  the  many  Fens 
and  Rivers,  which  are  found  to  be  in  it.  The  Soil 
not  Capable  of  fuch  Grain  as  in  other  places,  except 
Rice  and  Millet ;  it  Affords  great  plenty  of  Wax 
and  Honey,  (lore  of  Silks  and  Cottons ,  Rich  Mines, 
not  only  of  Tin,  Iron,  Copper,  Sulphur,  and  c- 
ther  Minerals :  But  of  Gold  fuch  quantity,  that  fome 
conceive  this  Ifland  to  be  Solomons  Ophir,  for  one 
of  the  Kings  thercefwrotea  Letter  to  King  James , 
wherein  he  hinted  the  Riches  of  his  Country  A- 
bounding  in  Gold ,  and  (hat  he  had  in  his  Dominions 
a  Mountain  ot  Gold ,  King  of  which  Golden  Moun- 
tain ,  he  Intituled  himfelf  in  his  Regal  Stile  ,  his 
Title  is  alfo  King  of  Achem.  His  Government  is 
Abfolute,  and  meerly  Arbitrary  ,  executing  what  he 
hath  a  mind  to  ,  without  form  of  Law.  So  Cau- 
telouSjthat  without  his  P/^c^jrc/,  no  Stranger  can  have 
Ingrefs  into  his  Dominions ,  nor  is  Admittance  to  his 
Prefence  granted  to  any  whom  he  firft  fends  not 
fori  by  an  Officer  with  a  Gilded  Staff;  He  is  con- 
ceived to  be  ftrong  ,  both  by  Sea  and  Land ;  his 
Country  Populous ,  his  Elephants  many  and  well 
Trained. 


Of  the  JJland  Borneo. 

TKe  Ifland  Borneo,  is  Situate  under  the  /E^ua" 
tor  ,  and  is  Adjudged  to  be  more  then  2200 
miles  in  Circumference.  The  People  Generally  more 
white  then  the  reft  of  the  Wr<««/ ,  of  good  Wits  and 
Aproved  Integrity. 

The 
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Tlie Country  is  faid  to  be  provided  Naturally,  with 
all  things  Ncceffiry  ;  But  unfurniilied  with  /ijfcs  , 
Oxen,  Herds  of  Cutely  except  only  Horfes,  and 
thofebat  finall  of  Stature;  the  great  Riches  of  it, 
being  Camphir,  /Ignrick,^  and  fome  Mines  oi  A- 

The  ifl and  is  divided  between  two  Kings  of  two 
Religions;  The  King  of  Borneo  and  his  Sahjevits  are 
all  Mahumetans  ,  and  thofe  of  L.ms  ftill  Rein:iining 
in  their  Ancient  GentiliflTie.  Thefe  think  the  Sun  and 
Moon  to  be  Man  and  Wife  ,  and  the  Stars  their 
Children,  Afcribing  to  each  of  them  Divine  Honours, 
to  the  Sun  efpecially,  whom  they  Salute  at  his  firlt 
Rifing,  wth  great  Reverence. 

Their  Publique  bulinefles  are  Treated  of  com- 
monly iJT  the  Night. 

The  King  of  Borneo  keeps  the  Greater  State  >  not, 
to  befpoken  with,  but  by  the  Mouth  of  fome  of 
his  own  Interpreters ,  and  in  his  Palace  Served  by 
no  other  Atendants,  than  Maids  or  Women. 


Of  the  Ifland  Lucen.    . 

THe  Ifland  oi  Lvccn  begineth  at  the  thirteenth 
Degree  ,  and  continucth  up  to  the  Ninteentli 
JDegree  of  North  Latitude,  lying  South  from  China: 
Manilla  is  its  Chief  City,  well  Built  after  the  Mo- 
dern way,  and  its  Houfes  are  of  free  Stone,  Built 
by  the  Spaniards ;  this  being  one  of  the  Philippine 
I  (lands ;  So  called  from  Phihj}  King  of  Spain. 

The 
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The  Governouf ,  or  Vice  Roy  of  thefe  Id  id* 
as  atfoan  Arch  Biftiop,  who  harh  a  Spirittial  Ju- 
rifdicflion  overall  thefe  Iflands  which  he  exercue* 
by  three  Siiffigan  Bifhop?.

THe  Ifland  Paraxon  ftretcheth  it  felf  S;)Uth- 
weft,  and  Norfh-Eaft,  in  lent^th  above  loo 
Leagues,  not  having  above  Ten,  Fifteeti,  or  Twen^ 
ty  Fivein  breadih,  it  be;^ins  ahnoft  at  the  Ei^liiiii 
Degree,  and  ends  not  fill  the  Eleventh  Decree  oi 
North  Latitude.  It  is  faid.  that  it  be.^rs  Fv^s  as 
thick  as  ones  Arm.-  Its  King  is  a  Vaffil  to^  him 
of  Borneo. 


Of  China. 

Ciiina  is  bounded  on  the  North  ,  with  A'taj^ 
and  the  Eaftern  Tartars,  troin  whch  Conti- 
nued with  a  Chain  of  Kills  ,  (  part  of  thofe 
of  Ar.irat)  and  where  that  Chain  is  ^^okeu 
off,  or  interru[9ted  with  a  great  vvall,  ev'^^ndcd 
400  Le.5gue$  in  Length, 
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O^  the  foutli  p.irt  with  Couchin,  China,  and 
partly  with  tho  Ocean ;  on  the  Eaft  with  the  Ori- 
ental Ocean,  and  on  the  Weft  with  part  of 
India.  It  is  faid  to  contain  in Ciicuit  3000  Leagues, 
Containing  not  lefs  then  Sixteen  Provinces  at  this 
day.  The  Country  is  very  Rich  and  Fertile,  fo 
ihat  in  feme  places  they  havetwo  and  in  Tome 
three  Harvetts  in  a  year. 

The  People  are  for  the  moft  part  of  a  Swarthy 
Complexion,  fliort  nofed,  black  eyed,  and  very 
thin  beards ;  thi,y  wear  their  Garments  very  long, 
vi>ith  long  loofe  lleeves,  and  their  hair  long ;  they 
drink  their  drink  hot,  and  eat  their  meat  with  two 
flick  s  of  Ivory  or  Ebony. 

The  Son  is  bound  to  follow  his  fiuhers  occupa- 
tion ;  The  People  are  good  Artificers,  Ingenious 
3ind  Excellent  in  all  things  they  take  in  hand,  as  the 
Purcelian  Diftiej,  cuiious  Carvings,  and  the  fine 
p.iinted  v/orks  which  comes  over  from  thence 
dothmanifeft.  They  are  eftbminated  with  eafe  and 
pleafure  5  and  are  not  much  given  to  Wars. 

Of  both  Sexes,  there  is  thought  to  be  Contain'^ 
ed  in  this  Country  not  fewer  then  Seventy  Millions, 
In  Matters  of.  Religion,  are  generally  a!l  Gentiles^ 
The  Forces  which  this  King  is  able  to  draw 
into  the  Field,  muft  needs  be  infinite  ,  Con- 
jfid^'ring  that  incredible  number  of  Sub)e<5ts 
nn-ler  his  Command,  for  whereas  France  is  thought 
to  Contain  Fifteen  Miilions  of  People,  Italy  with 
th-  Ifles,  AS  many,  Gennanv  with  the  Sii'tt::[ers  and 
Bylgick^  Provinces  about  that  Proportion ;  Spain 
not 'above  Seven  Millions,  and  the  Kingdom  of 
En^hndmi  VP'a'cs  not  above  F.ve  Millions  which 

is 
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IS  in  all  57  MilUons,  his  people  is  13  Millionsmore, 
then  all  thele  put- together.  The  Government  of 
thisKingdom  isTyraiinical,theie  being  noLord  but 
the  King,  no  Title  of  Dignity  or  Nobility  known 
amongft  them,  nor  Toll  or  Duty  paid  to  any  but 
to  him. 

The  Dignity  of  the  Crown  is  Hereditai'y,  fat- 
ling  to  the  Eldeit  Son  after  his  dcccafe.  The 
Ki'-g,  they  highly  I everence,  calling  him  the  Som 
of  Heaven,  and  the  Son  of  God,  &c. 

The  great  City  of  Pe^tiin^  now  the  Seat  of  the 
King  is  of  a  vail  bignefs,  Containing  within  its 
Walls  9300  Pngodes  or  TeiDpIes,  wherein  are  con- 
tuiually  facrificed  a  great  number  of  Wild  Beafts 
and  Birds.  In  the  Walls  which  encompafleth 
this  City  are  560  Gates,  to  each  of  which  is  )oyn- 
ed  a  fmall  Fort,  where  a  Guard  is  continually  kepC 
as  alfo  a  Regiiter  to  take  the  names  of  perfons, 
that  pafs  thereat,  each  of  the  ftreets  having  its 
Captain  and  ether  Officers  who  are  to  look  after 
the  fame,  and  every  night  to  fhut  up  the  Gates  | 
Here  are  about  120  Aquaducfts  and  Canals  upon 
which  are  near  i8oo  fair  Bridges  luftained  011 
Arches.  This  City  is  the  Refidence  of  the  King, 
when  he  is  in  the  Northern  Provinces  as  Nunqum 
is  in  the  Southern.

THE  Eiiipire  of  the  Ab^Jfines,  H'^ylin  makej  to 
be  the  Dominions  of  Pyofler  J  hn,  an^l  (aith 
heisof  fuch  great  force  that  he  is  able  to  raifc  up- 
on a  fudden  occafion,  a  million  of  fighting  men, 
hij  Government  is  abfolutely  Tyrannical ;  The 
people  profels  the  Chriftian  Religion,  which  wat 
fiift  made  known  to  them  by  the  Eunuch  of  Queen 
Candace,  who  was  baptized  by  Phihp  the  Evange- 
lift,  and  more  generally  by  the  Preaching  of  Sainc 
Mathem  the  Apoftie ;  fince  which  they  have  much 
fwerved  from  the  Purity  of  the  true  Religion,  by 
their  many  drrupt  Opinions,  they  keep  many  of 
the  Ceremonies  of  the  old  Law,they  keeptlie  feventh 
day  Sabbath  according  to  the  fourth  Command-
